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A BREED EMILY OF CALIFORNIA 


The family of Breeds longest associated with the State of California 
is that of the descendants of Daniel Newhall Breed (1800-1868) (son of 
Andrews and Hannah (Newhall) Breed) who, with his wife, two daughters and 
only son, Daniel Childs Breed, went out to the Pacific Coast in 1857 and 
established their permanent home there. Daniel Newhall Breed spent the 
last decade of his life in the Golden State. His son, Daniel Childs Breed, 
married and remained in California, where his sons and their children and 
grandchildren (who are of the fifth generation from the California pioneer, 
Daniel Newhall Breed) are living at the present day. 

Daniel Newhall Breed was born in Lynn, Mass., where he lived up to the 
time of his removal to California. He was seventh in line from Allen 1 
Breed, the original emigrant, through his grandson Ensign Joseph 3 Breed 
from whom he has three lines of descent. All his ancestors belonged to the 
earliest colonial families, mostly of Lynn, with the exception of Capt. 
Thomas Andrews of Hingham. 

He was named for his maternal grandfather Daniel Newhall, a descendant 
of Thomas Newhall, the first white child born in Lynn. He was engaged in 
the West India goods and groceries business in Lynn in which he became in¬ 
terested in 1829 in partnership with his older brothers, Andrews and Henry 
Allen Breed, both of whom had served apprenticeship in the firm of Skinner 
and Hurd of Charlestown, Mass., prominent West India goods merchants and 
dealers in groceries and country produce.. Skinner and Hurd took Andrews 
Breed into partnership in their firm and he remained with them for thirteen 
years, returning then to his home town of Lynn and starting there, with his 
two brothers, a similar concern. In 1836, his brothers having retired from 
active interest in the firm, Daniel Newhall carried the business on for 
awhile with his wife’s brother, Isaac Childs, and later alone. Upon his 
arrival in California, he started a similar business there. 

Daniel N.’s wife Catherine was a daughter of Amariah Childs, a widely 
known chocolate manufacturer of Lynn and her mother was Ruth Larkin of 
Charlestown, Mass, whose family recall with pride the fact that it was upon 
their kinsman’s (Deac. Larkin’s) horse that Paul Revere set out on his fa¬ 
mous Midnight Ride” on the night of June 18/19, 1775. 

Ruth Larkin had a very distinguished brother, Thomas Oliver Larkin 
(uncle to Catherine (Childs) Breed) who went out to California in 1843 as 
United States Consul, serving six years, acting also as Special Agent of 
the Department of State in which capacity he endeavored, with the most del¬ 
icate diplomacy to bring about the peaceable annexation of California to 
the United States. The headstrong invasion by Fremont, however, brought to 
an end such hopes. 

It was probably through the influence of this uncle, Thomas 0. Larkin, 
who at the time of the gold rush was a man of wealth and influence second 
to none on the Pacific Coast, that the Breeds became interested to go out 
to California. Daniel Newhall Breed’s brother, Henry A. was the first to 
go. He went out in 1849 at the time of the gold rush by sailing vessel and 
across the Isthmus of Panama, stayed a few years, during which time, with 
the backing of Thomas 0. Larkin he went into the contracting business, con¬ 
structing two large wharves and engaging in other large enterprises, making 
a fortune, losing it and finally returning home. 
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In 1857, when Daniel Newhall Breed decided to move out to California, 
a railroad had been built across the Isthmus and it was possible for his 
wife and daughters to make the journey without enduring very great hard¬ 
ships. The son, Daniel Childs Breed, twenty-three years of age, was doubt¬ 
less thrilled with the adventure. One of the daughters, Hannah Maria was 
then a widow, her husband, Samuel Kidder White, having died shortly after 
their marriage, and the other daughter Kate was not yet married. 

The family settled in Sacramento where the father and son were engaged 
in the grocery business for about ten years until Daniel Newhall Breed’s 
death in 1868. During this time both daughters and the son had married and 
there were five grandchildren, one of whom was Arthur Hastings Breed, the 
elder of the two sons of Daniel Childs and Nellie Evelyn (Hastings) Breed, 
who have carried the name down with honor and distinction in the Golden 
State. 


Daniel Childs Breed, after the death of his father, became Interested 
in expert accounting for certain investment hpuses and producing oil con¬ 
cerns. He was much interested in the San Francisco Young Men’s Christian 
Association and served in 1S82 as its President. In his later years he was 
Treasurer of the First Baptist Church in Oakland of which he was a member. 

He lived to be seventy-six years old and died in 1910. His wife had passed 
on previously In December, 1891. 

Their two sons, Hon. Arthur Hastings Breed and Herbert Lincoln Breed, 
born in San Francisco, are now living in Piedmont, a suburb of Oakland, Cal. 
Both are married and have families and Hon. Arthur Hastings Breed has seven 
grandchildren. 

Of his brother, Herbert Lincoln writes: "For eight years he served in 
the elective office of City Auditor and Assessor of Oakland. Jan. 1, 1913, 
he became State Senator from Alameda County from which office he retired 
Jan. 1, 1935, as he did not run for reelection. Of these twenty-two years 
in the Senate, a body of forty, he was elected President Pro Tern, the last 
eighteen years at every regular and special session held during that time. 

As such, he was twice Acting Lieutenant Governor, first by reason of the 
resignation of Governor Hiram W. Johnson to become United States Senator, 
and then upon the death of Governor James Rolph, when Lieutenant Governor 
Frank W. Merriam became Governor. From almost the beginning of his busi¬ 
ness career, he was in the real estate business, though on the side he was 
interested in oil development, and for many years a director of one of the 
largest banks in Oakland. His keen business judgment, political astuteness, 
integrity and industry have made for him an enviable place in the life of 
his community and State.” 

Of himself, he writes: ”1 graduated from the University of California, 
May, 1900, and from Hastings College of the Law—an affiliated college—in 
May, 1902, being admitted to the Bar the same month. The years 1903—4 w°re 
spent as Clerk of the Superior Court of Alameda County, and since January, 
1905, I have been practicing law in Oakland, the firm name for the last 
nine years being Breed, Burpee and Robinson. Like my brother, I belong to 
the various local Masonic Bodies, but have been more active in that I have 
presided over the three’ York Rite Bodies and two of the Scottish Rites 
Bodies and have been elevated to the rank of 33°. My only elective politi¬ 
cal office has been that of two elections to the Board of Education of 
Piedmont. I have been on the Board nearly five years, serving at the pres¬ 
ent time my second term.” 



Report of the Genealogical Committee 


Herein is presented a compilation of as many of the descendants of 
Joseph* Breed as could be gathered by this committee for the benefit of the 
members. References have been made in this genealogy to that in previous 
mimeographs wherein the name of any one in this new list has appeared. By 
consulting these cross references the lineage of such can be traced. 

Many of the descendants of Allen* Breed listed in Vol. 11 are also 
descended from Joseph* Breed. To save repetition the lines of such persons 
are herein omitted except in a few cases where additional information has 
been obtained. The following members have both Joseph^ and Allen^ for 
ancestors;—Mrs. Benton, Mrs. Billings, Dr. Bonnett, Allen F. Breed, Miss 
Catherine W. Breed, Ezra F. Breed, J. Howard Breed, Dr. Lewis S. Breed, Dr. 
Nathaniel Perkins Breed, Dr. Rebecca A. Breed, Mrs. Brehmer, Mrs. Country¬ 
man, Mrs. Deans, Mrs. Dewey, Mrs. Dutton, Lewis B. Eaton, Russell P. Eaton, 
Mrs. Flagg, Mrs. Gillis, Hubbard B. Mansfield, Dr. Harold B. Miner, Allen 
E. Munroe, Mrs. Munroe, Edward H. Munroe, John V. Munroe, Mrs. Price, Mrs. 
Robert and Miss Gertrude L. Washburn. 

From the beginning there were many marriages of Newhalls and Breeds. 

A conspicuous example is where five of the eleven children of Joseph and 
Susannah (Farrar) Newhall married Breeds, as follows: Elisha Newhall mar¬ 
ried (1710) Jane Breed (#3, Vol. 13); Daniel Newhall married (1713) Mary 
Breed (#5, Vol. 11); Ebenezer Newhall married (1718) Elizabeth Breed (#7, 
Vol. 13) Susanna Newhall married (1717) Joseph Breed (#5, Vol. 13); and 
Samuel Newhall married (1724) Keziah Breed (#7, Vol. 12). 

The headstone at the grave of Joseph^ Breed in .the Western Burial 
Ground at Lynn, Mass, is believed to be the oldest Breed stone now standing. 
Some years ago this stone was restored at the expense of his descendants 
and a new one similar in all respects was erected which will outlast the 
original. Photographs of these two markers can be seen in Vol. 4 of the 
B.F.A. mimeographs at p. 93. 

It is not often that such an interesting letter as the one herein 
given from Joseph Breed (#176) comes to light. Nothing further was heard 
from him and his family supposed he had been impressed in the British Navy, 
a common occurrence at that time. If that were the case then the family 
had a member indirectly the cause of the War of 1812. 

Volume 14 will contain the final installment of the descendants of 
Samuel* Breed. Each member in that line is earnestly urged to furnish this 
committee all family records to date so that no data will be omitted. This 
should be attended to at once so that this material may be incorporated 
*ith the rest. Much of value can thus be obtained especially from those 
living in localities where the records are not accessible to us. Grateful 
acknowledgement is made for the assistance rendered the committee by de¬ 
scendants living in California, Iowa, Kentucky, New Hampshire, New Jersey, 
New York, Ohio, Vermont, Washington and Wisconsin in the compilation of the 
Ensign Joseph* Genealogy.

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Letter written by Joseph 6 Breed (#176) 

North Yarmouth (England), August 27, 1805. 


Honoured Sir: 


I now write to inform you where we are and that we were taken 
by a cutter on the 9th inst. and sent in here where we still are detained 
and how long we shall be detained the Lord only knows. We have had no news 
from London whether our cargo is to be cleared or condemned, but we expect 
soon to be cleared and proceed to Amsterdam. We were boarded by several 
English Cruisers and allowed to pass till we got within about twelve hours 
sail of our port where this Cutter boarded us and sent us in where we found 
a number of Americans in the same situation as ourselves. There is very 
serious apprehensions in England of the French paying them a visit. There 
is very great preparations making on both sides. There is no great news 
except the French landing in England which they appear to be determined up¬ 
on. I hope they will succeed. I am in very good health and very agreeably 
situated, the Captain and Mr. Swain and I live very happy together. And I 
hope you and all the family and friends enjoy perfect health. Give my best 
respects to my mother and all the rest of the family and friends, so Adieu 
at present.

GEORGE LEONARD HOSMER 

George Leonard Hosmer was born in Lynn, Mass., December 31, 1874 and 
died January 10, 1935 in Woburn, Mass. His father, George Franklin Hosmer 
was a natural student, an extensive reader and always interested in civic 
affairs. He was a descendant of James Hosmer who settled in Concord, Mass, 
in 1635. Professor Hosmer published a comprehensive genealogy of the 
Hosmer family in America, a work of historic interest and value. 

Professor Hosmer T s mother was Laura Caroline Tracy, daughter of Cyrus 
Mason Tracy, a student, independent thinker and philosopher of unusual 
talent. Through his mother his Breed ancestry may be traced back through 
two lines to the first Allen Breed. 

After an uneventful period in the public schools of Lynn and Woburn, 
George Leonard Hosmer entered the Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 
the class of 1897. For a decade following his undergraduate college ca¬ 
reer, he was assistant and instructor in the Civil Engineering Department 
of M.I.T. during the academic years, and he spent the summer months in the 
practice of surveying. From the beginning he combined the practice of his 
profession with his teaching career. By 1925 Technology had appointed him 
to full professorship of geodesy. 

His work and his play carried Professor Hosmer into many divergent 
fields of activity and to different parts of the world:—to Sumatra in 
1901, where he made astronomical and magnetic observations during a total 
eclipse of the sun: to Labrador in 1905 to make magnetic observations for 
the U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. To those in the teaching profession 
he was best known as the author of several authoritative texts. He wrote 
"Geodesy”, "Practical Astronomy", "Navigation","Azimuth" and "Principles 
and Practice of Surveying", the last in collaboration with Professor 
Charles B. Breed. Probably half of the civil engineers in this country 
have received their training in surveying through the study of his works. 
For twenty years he was in charge of the Technology Surveying Camp in 
Maine. To his leadership its success may be largely attributed. There he 
established and operated a seismological station in cooperation with the 
U. S. Coast and Geodetic Survey. 

Professor Hosmer was a member of the American Society of Civil Engi¬ 
neers, the American Society for the Advancement of Science, the American 
Geophysical Society, the Seismological Society of America, the Society for 
the Promotion of Engineering Education, and the Boston Society of Civil 
Engineers. The Boy Scouts of America found in him a helpful companion and 
leader. He was a dependable supporter of his local Congregational Church 
at Montville, Mass. For three years he was a member of the School Board 
in Woburn and was chairman in 1921. 

He was a prolific reader in French, Spanish, Italian, German as well 
as in his native tongue. From his mother he may have Inherited the habit 
of contemplation and silence. His remarks were always the results of re¬ 
flection and were worthy of the studious mind behind the thought. 

He leaves, with Mrs. Hosmer, their three children, Chester Harmon 
Hosmer, Dr. Miriam Jewell Hosmer and Elizabeth Tracy Hosmer. Seldom does a 
®an leave behind him such a depth of feeling in the hearts of his friends. 
Those of us who knew him well are grateful that we have had the rare op¬ 
portunity of close contact with his quiet nature, strong intellect and his 
wholly genuine character.
